CHAT. XXXE 


HERECEAS the ſeveral and reſpe- 
pettive Farmers of the Revenue of 
this Kingdom, lince the Reftaura- 

tion of His late Majeſty King Charles the 
Second; and the ſeveral Commiſſioners appoin⸗ 
ted lince, fo: the management of the ſaid Re- 
venue, have thought fit fo2 ſeveral weighty Con⸗ 
ſiderations, to Collect and Levy the Quit⸗Kent, 
Crown-Rent, Compoſition, and all other Rents 
due to the Crown, by Colleno2s, by them ap⸗ 
pointed, in the ſeveral Diſtricts of this King= 
dom, Which was p:incipally intended fo2 the Eaſe 
of the Subject, by ſaving them the Trouble, 
Danger, and Expence, of lending their Money 
to Dublin, to be there paid into the Trealurp. 
And Whereas ſeveral Scruples have Ariſen, 
amongſt His Majeſtys god Subjects, which 
have made them doubt whether the Acquittan⸗ 
ces given by tuch Collecto:s, Were, o2 ought to 
be ſufficient Diſcharges to the Perſons who 
have paid the ſaid Rents, againit His Majeſty, 
in any Þ2olecution made in His Name, in the 
Court of Erchequer, oz elſewhere; foz Levying 


and Recovering thereof, in caſe the ſaid Collectoꝛs 
Whg 
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who have Received the ſame, have not duly Ac- 
counted fo2 ſuch Receipts with Bis Majeſty, as 
in Duty they ought: Foz Remedy Whereof, 
Beit Enacted by the King's Moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, by, and with the Advice and Conſent 
of the Lozds Spiritual and Temporal , and 
Commons in this preſent Parliament Aſſem- 
bled, and by the Authozity of the lame; that the 
ſeveral Acquittances already given by the Col- 
lecto2zs, 02 Receivers, duly Authoztzed and Ap- 
pointed to Collect, and Receive the ſaid Muit- 
Rent, Crown-Kent, Compolition-Rent, and o⸗ 
ther Rents : As aiſo all Acquittances that here- 
after ſhall be given by any ſuch Colleco2, o2 
Receiver, during the time the ſaid Colleco2s 
were, are, 02 (hail be ſo Employed, ſhall be 
GQOd, and Ualid in Zaw, to all Intents and 
Purpoſes, againſt His Majeſty, His Heirs and 
Succeſſo:s. And that all ſuch Acquittances ſo 
given, 02 hereafter to be given, (hall be as God 
and Effectual, to all Intents and Purpoſes, 
as an Exchequer Acquittance duly Paſſed and 
Entred in the ſeveral Offices of the Exchequer. 
And be it further Enacted, That all and every 
the Collectoꝛ, and Collecto:s of the afozeſaid Rents, 
(hall upon Payment of the ſame, o: any part 
thereof, give and perfect to the perſon ſo paying the 
ſame, a full and Clear Receipt, o2 Acquittance, 
fo: what he ſhall receive, in Parchment, under 
his Hand; wherein he ſhall mention the Summ ſo 
by him Received, and foz what Gales Rent, and 
foz what Land, and on what Account the ſame 
is paid to him. And koꝛ the Encouragement of 
the ſaid Collectors to do their Duty therein, 
with all due Regard and Judulgence to the 
Country. And to prevent the Extoꝛtions and 
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Oppreſlions which may be committed by their 
Wailifts, oz Drivers, on the Tenants Liable 
to pay fluch Quit⸗ Kent. Crown-Rent, Com- 
polition-Rent, oz other Rent. 

Be it further Enacted by the Authozity a⸗ 
fozcſaid, That the ſaid Collectoꝛs, and every of 
them, may demand and receive the reſpenive 
Fes hereafter mentioned, and no moze, oꝛ other 
Fe: That is to ſay, Foz every Acquittance they 
ſhall give foz any of the ſaid Rents, foz any 
Summ above Five ſhillings, and not exc&ding 
Twenty ſhillings, the Dumm of Six pence, and 
no moze, and fo2 every Summ above Twenty 
ſhillings, and not ercckding Five pounds, the 
Summ of One lhilling and no moe, and foz 
every Dumm above Five pounds, and not er- 
cckding Fikten pounds, the Summ of One chil⸗ 
ling Sir pence, and no moze, and fo: every Summ 
above Fiften pounds, the Summ oꝛ Fe of Two 
ſhillings, and in no caſe to receive any mote fo2 
any one Acquittance then Two ſhillings. 

And Whereas ſeveral perſons ſtand Char⸗ 
ed with, oꝛ are Oblidged to pay ſeveral Rents, 
oz ſeveral Parcels- of their Lands and Tene- 
ments, the ſame being Granted under ſeveral 
and diſtinct Rents, to themſelves, oꝛ others, un⸗ 
der whom they Claim, foz which fozmerly, ſo⸗ 
veral Acquittances uſed to be given, tho' paid af 
the ſame time, and by the ſame perſon, foz 
which ſaid ſeveral Acquittances, diſtinct F&s 
have bern paid, to the great Charge of the Sub⸗ 
ject ; ko: Remedy Whereof. 

Be it further Enacted by the Authozity a- 
fozcſaid, That where one perſon ſtands Char- 
ged with the Payment of ſeveral and diſtin 

25 Summs, 
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Summs, in reſpect of ſeveral Parcels of their 
Lands and LTenements, 02 where the lame is 
in Charge, in the name of other perſons, not 
in poſſeſſion of ſuch Lands, the ſeveral Col- 
lectozs of this Kingdom, within their reſpe- 
ive Diftrins, hall on Receipt of the ſaid 
RBents, oz any part thereof, give to the perſon 
ſo in poſſeſſion, as afozeſaid, and ſo paying the 
ſame, One Acquittance fo: what he ſhall ſo pay, 
which Acquittance ſhall diſtinctly mention, as 
well the Lands and Tenements, as the Kent 
ſo paid, and foz what Gale the ſame is ſo paid, 
and by whom, foz which Ont Acquittance the 
ſaid Collecto2s ſhall receive no other oꝛ greater 
Fee then as afozeſaid, And wheras, the ſeveral 
Acquittances to be made and given purſuant. 
to this Aa, may be loft oz miflaid, to the pre- 
fudice of the perſon therein concerned: Foz pre- 
vention whereok. 

Be it further Enacted by the Authozity afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, That all and every the Colleco2 and Col- 
Iectozs of this Kingdom, ſhall every Year, pre- 
pare a 2Beok, wherein they ſhall Enter all the 
Receipts 02 Acquittances by them given, fo? all 
and every the afo:eſaidRBents,under their Hands, 
and in the preſence of the party paying the 
ſame, which Receipt the ſaid parties, 02 any o⸗ 
ther on his behalf, may ſet their Names ; fo: 
every: which Entry, ths ſaid Collecozs may 
demand and receive Two pence over and above 
the Fees afozeſaid; which Bok, the ſaid Col- 
lecto2s, and every of them reſpeftively,ſhall Pearty, 
befoze the Stating of their Accounts, return 
under their Hands, and on their Oaths, into 
the Office of the Audito2-General, where the =

on ſuch Collectozs reſpectively, but alſo as a 
Diſcharge to the Subject, fo: all Summs there- 
by appearing to be paid as afozelatd. 
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An ACT for taking away the Benefit of 
Clergy in ſome Caſes. 


C H A P. ll. 


ORAXASDMWVUCH as divers Wicked, and 
Ill⸗dilpoſed Perſons, are Encouraged to 
Commit Roberies upon Mens Perlons, 

and in their Houſes, and other Offences, by 
the Pziviledge, as the Law now is, of Deman⸗ 
ding the Benefit of the Clergy. 

Be it therefoze Enacted by the King s Moſt Exs 
cellent Majeſtyp, and by, and With the Advice; 
and Conſent of the Loꝛds Spiritual and Tem⸗ 
pozal, and Commons in this preſent Parlia⸗ 
ment AfMembled, and by the Authozity of the 
ſame; That all and every perſon, oz perſons 
that ſhall and at any time, from, and after the 
Firſt day of May, in the Pear of Pur Tord, 
One thouſand Sir hundꝛed Ninety eight, Roy 
any other perſon, oz ſhall Felonioufly take a⸗ 
way any Gmds 02 Thatcles, being in any Dwel⸗ 
ling-Houſe, the Owner, oz any other perſon 
being therein, and put in fear; oꝛ ſhall Rob 
any Dwelling-Houſe in the Day time, any per⸗ 
ſon being therein; or (hall Comkoꝛt and Abett, 
Alt. Counſel, Hire, oz Command, any perſon 
02 perſons, to Commit any of the ſaid Otken⸗ 
ces; oz to bzeak any Dwelling⸗Houſe, Shop, 

02 
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02 Ware-Houſe, thereunto belonging, oꝛ therewith 
uſed in the Day time, and Felonioudly take away 
any Money, Gods, oz Chattles, of the value of 
Five Shillings, oz upwards therein being, altho 
no perſon ſhall be within ſuch Dwelling-Houſe, 
Shop, o: Ware-Houſe ; oꝛ ſhall Counſel, Hire, 
o Command any perſon to Commit any Bur- 
glary, being thereof Convicted, oz Attainted, 
02 being Pndicted thereof, ſhall ſtand Mute, o2 
will not directly Anſwer to the Jndictment; oz 
ſhall peremptozily Challenge above the Number 
of Twenty perſons, returned to be of the Ju⸗ 
ry, (hall not have the Bencfit of his, oz their 
Clergy. | | 

And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛity 
afozeſaid, That if any perſon o2 perſons what- 
ſoever, be Indicted of any Offence, foꝛ which, 
by Uertue of any foꝛmer Statute, he, oz they 
are Excluded from having the Benefit of his, 
— Clergy, it he oz they, had ben thereof 

onvicted by Uerdid, oz Confeſfion; ſuch perſon 
and perſons, if he, o2 they ſtand Mute, oz will 
not Anſwer directly to the Felony, o2 ſhall Chal- 
lenge peremptozily above the Number of Twen⸗ 
ty perſons, returned to be of the Jury ; o2 ſhall 
be Dut-lawed thereupon, ſhall in like manner 
be Ouſted of the Benefit of his. oz their Clergy, 

$ if he had been Convicted of ſuch Offence, by 
exdict. 02 Confeſſion. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authozity 
afmeſaid That if any perſon. oꝛ perſons here⸗ 
after be Indicted of Felony, fo: Stealing any 
Goods oz Chattle, in any County within this 
Realm of Ireland, and thereof be Convicted , oz 
Attainted; oꝛ upon his. oz their Arraignment 
ſhall ſtand Mute oz Will not directly Anſwer

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to the Indictment; oꝛ ſhall Challenge peremp⸗ 
torily above the Rumber of Twentp perſons, 
returned to be of the Jury, he, oꝛ they, ſhall 
be totally Excluded from having the Benefit 
of his o2 their Clergy. I it appear upon E- 
vidence, o' Examination, befoze the Juſtices, 
that the ſaiv Gods, or Chattles, were taken 
by Robbery, oz Byrglary, oz in any other man- 
ner, in any other County ; whereof, if ſuch 
perſon 02 perſons, had been Convicted by a 
Jury of the ſaid other County, he, oꝛ they, are 
Excluded by Uertue of this, oz any other 
Act, from having the Benefit of his, o2 their 
Clergy- | 

And fozaſmuch, as Lheives and Robbers, 
are much Encouraged to Commit ſuch Dffen- 
ces, becauſe a great Number of perſons make 
it their Trade, and bulineſs, to deal in the buy- 
ing of ſtolen Gods. 

Be it therekoze Enacted by the Autcho:icy a- 
fozeſaid, That if any perſon o2 perſons, ſhall 
Buy 92 Receive any Gods o2 Chattle, that ſhall 
be Feloniouſly taken 02 ſtolen from any other 
perſon, knowing the ſame to be ſtolen, he, oꝛ they, 
ſhall be taken and deemed an Acceſary oꝛ Ac- 
ceſſaries to the Felony after the Fan, and ſhail 
incur the ſame Puniſhment as an Acceary, oꝛ 
Acceſlaries to the Felony, after the Felony Com- 
mitted. 

And Whereas, it is a irequent practice fo: 
Idle and Diſo:derly perſons, to Hire Lodg- 
ings, with an Intent to have an Oppoꝛtunity 
to take away, Imbezle, o: Purloin the Gods 
and Furniture, being in ſuch Zodgings.

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Be it therefoze Enacted and Declared by the 
Authozity aforeſaid, That if any perſon oꝛ per- 
ſons ſhall take away, with an intent to ſteal, 
imbezle, oz purloin, any Chattle, Bedding, 
o: Furniture, which by Contract oz Agreement, 
he, oz they are to uſe, o2 ſhall be Lett to him, o2 
them to ule, in, oꝛ with ſuch Lodging, ſuch ta⸗ 
king, Imbezling, 02 purloining.fhall be toall In- 
tents and Purpoſes, taken, rtputed, and adjudg⸗ 
ed to be Larceny and Felony, and the Ok⸗ 
fender ſhall ſuffer as in Caſe of Felony. 
And whereas by the Laws of th's Realm, 
Women Convict of Felony foz Sttaling of 
Gwds and Chattle, of the value of Ten it- 
lings, and upwards, and fo2 other Felonies, 
where a Man is to have the benefit of his Clergy, 
are to ſuffer Death. 

We it therekoꝛe Enacted and Declared by che 
Autho:ity afozeſaid, That where a Man, being 
Convicted of any Felony, foz which he map 
demand the beneit of his Clergy, if a Woman 
be Convited foz the lame, oz like Offence, upon 
her Prayer to have the Benefit of this Statute, 
Judgment of Death ſhall not be given againſt 
her upon ſuch Conviction, oꝛ Erecution, Award- 
ed upon any Dutlawry fo: ſuch Offence, but 
(hail ſuffer the ſame Puniſhment as a Man 
Gould ſuffer, that has the benefit of his Clergy 
allowed him in the like Cale; that is to ſay, 
ſhall be Burnd in the Hand by the Goaler, 
in open Court, and further be kept in Priſon, 
fo: ſuch time as the Juſtices in their Di{cretion, 
ſhall think Fit, lo as the ſame bo vor erced 
One Year's Impriſonment. 

And kozalmuch as ſuch Men who Hare once 
had their Clergy, and ſuch Women Who ſhall once 


have the Benefit of this Statute, may happen to 
ve 
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be Indicted fo: an Offence Committed akter⸗ 

wards in {ome other County. | 
We it therekoꝛe Enacted That the Clerk of 
the Crown, Clerk of the Peace, oz Clerk of 
the Aſſizes, where ſuch Man oz Woman ſhall 
be Convicted, ſhall at the requeſt of the Bro⸗ 
ſecuto2, oꝛ any other in His Majeſty's behalf, 
certifie a Zranſcript Briefly. and in few Wozds, 
containing the effect and Tenoꝛ of every Jndic- 
ment and Conviction, of ſuch Man oꝛ Woman, 
of his Having the benefit of the Clergy, oꝛ her 
having the benefit of this Statute, and Addition 
of every ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons, and the cer- 
tainty of the Felony, and Conviction. to the 
Judges and Juſt ces in ſuch other County where 
ſuch Man oꝛ Woman ſhall be Indicted; which 
Certificate, being produced in Court, ſhall be 
a (ufficient Prof that ſuch Man hath befo2e 
had the benefit of his Clergy, and ſuch Mo⸗ 

man hath had the Benefit of this Statute. 
And ftozaſmuch as lince the late Revellion 
in this Kingdom, the ſtealing of Tows, Sheep, 
and other Cattle, hath been moze frequent then 
heretokoꝛe, ſo as it is become neceſſary, in O2der 
to prevent the Committing Offences of that kind, 
that the 2Benefit of the Clergy ſhould toz ſome 

time be taken away from ſneh Offenders. 
We it Enacted by the Authozity aforeſaid, 
That if any perſon o2 perſons, ſhall from, and 
after the ſaid Firſt day of May, in the Pear 
of Our Toꝛd One thouſand Sir hund:ed Nine- 
ty eight, Felonioufly ſteal, oz take away, any 
Cow, or Cows, Shep, or other Cattle, and 
(hall. be thereof Convince by Uerdic, or Con- 
feſſton, or ſhall ſtand mute, and will not Di- 
rectly an{Wer to the Felony, or ſhall ung 
er⸗ 
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Perempto:ily above the number of Twenty per⸗ 
ſons, oz ſhall be Outlawed thereupon, ſuch per⸗ 
ſon 02 perſons, if ſuch Offence hail erc&d fe 
Crime of Petty Larceny, oz the Cattle ſtolen 
ſhail be of greater Ualue then Twelve pence, 
Sterling, ſhall not be allowed the Benefic of his 
8 their Clergy, but be wholly Ouſted from the 
ame. 

Pꝛobided always, That this Ac ſhall con⸗ 
tinue, and be in koꝛce, as to the ſtealing of 
ſuch Cow, oz Cows, Shep, oz Cattle, fo: Thre# 
Pears next enſuing, and no longer.
